The  President  of  the  Senate,  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor Charles  A.  Reynolds,  takes  his  seat  on  the  left  of  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  the  General  Assembly  goes 
into  joint  session. 

JOINT  SESSION. 

The  joint  session  is  called  to  order  by  President  Reynolds. 

The  Principal  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives are  called  upon  to  read  so  much  of  their  respec- 
tive Journals  of  yesterday,  January  19,  1897,  as  relates  to 
the  election  of  a  United  States  Senator,  which  is  done. 
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The  two  presiding  oiBcers  of  the  respective  Houses  exam- 
ine the  report  of  the  tellers  appointed  to  conduct  the  elec- 
tion of  a  United  States  Senator  for  the  term  of  six  years, 
beginning  on  March  the  4,  1897,  and  ending  on  March 
the  4,  1903,  which  discloses  that  neither  of  the  gentle- 
men voted  for  yesterday  had  received  a  majority  of  each 
separate  House. 

Whereupon  the  President  of  the  Senate  announces  that 
the  purpose  for  which  the  two  Houses  have  met  in  joint 
session  is  to  proceed  to  ballot  for  the  election  of  a  United 
States  Senator  to  represent  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  orders  a  call  of  the 
roll.

day's  violation  of  the  same,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Session  1897. 


TOUCHING     THE     DUTIES     OF    THE     SPEAKER. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  nave  the  ses- 
sions of  this  House  opened  with  praj^er,  in  accordance  with 
the  order  of  this  body. 

2.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the 
hour  at  which  the  House  on  the  preceding  day  adjourned  ; 
slja'U  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  cause  the  Journal  of  the  preced- 
ing day  to  be  read. 

3.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  may  speak  to 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  member, 
on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once, 
unless  by  leave  of  the  House. 

4-.  He  shall" rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5.  Questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  namely  :  "  Those 
in  favor  (as  the  question  may  be)  will  say  aye,"  and  after 
the  affirmative  voice  has  be  enexpressed,  "  Those  opposed 
will  say  no.''  Upon  a  call  for  a  division,  the  Speaker 
shall  count  ;  if  required,  he  shall  appoint  tellers. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  Journal 
before  it  is  read.  He  shall  iiave  a  general  direction  of  the 
hall.  He  shall  have  a  right  to  name  any  member  to  per- 
forn^  the  duties   of  the  Chair;  but   substitution    shall   not 
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extend  beyond   two  days  except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  by 
leave  of  the  House. 

7.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  l:)y  the  Speaker, 
unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  the  House. 

8.  In  all  elections  the  Speaker  may  vote.  In  other 
cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the  House  is  equally 
divided;  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  he  shall  decide  the 
question. 

9.  All  acts,  addresses  and  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Speaker,  and  all  warrants  and  subpcenas  issued  by 
order  of  the  House  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
attested  by  the  Clerk. 

10.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in 
the  galleries  or  lobby,  the  Speaker  (or  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole)  shall  have  power  to  order  the 
same  to  be  cleared. 

11.  No  person,  except  members  of  the  Senate,  officers 
and  clerks  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly, 
Judges  of  the  Supi-eme  and  Superior  Courts,  officers  of  the 
State,  persons  particularly  invited  by  the  Speaker  or  some 
member,  and  such  gentlemen  as  have  been  members  of 
either  House  of  the  L3gislature,  or  of  a  convention  of  the 
people  of  the  State,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  hall  of 
the  House. 

12.  Reporters  desiring  to  take  down  debates  may  be 
admitted  by  the  Speakei-,  who  shall  assign  such  places  to 
them  on  the  floor  or  elsewhere,  to  effect  this  object,  as 
shall  not  interfere  with  the  convenience  of  the  House. 

13.  Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  hall. 

ORDER     QF     BUSINESS    OF     THE     DAY. 

14.  House  shall  meet  every  day  (except  Sunday)  at  10 
A.  M.,  and  adjourn  at  2  p.  m. 

15.  After  the  reading  of   the  Journal  of  the    preceding 
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dav.  the  House  sliall  proceed  to  l)nsi!iess  in  the  following' 
order,  viz.  : 

(1.)  The  receiving  of  petitions,  memorials  and  papers 
addressed  to  the  General  Assembly  or  to  the  House. 

(2.)   Reports  of  standing  committees. 

(3.)   Reports  of  select  committees. 

(4.)   Resolutions. 

(5'.)   Bills. 

(6.)   The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

(7.)  Bills,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials,  messages 
and  other  papers  on  the  Calendar  in  their  exact  numerical 
order,  unless  displaced  by  the  orders  of  the  day  ;  but 
motions  and  messages  to  elect  officers  shall  always  be  in 
order. 

ON    DECORUM     AND    DEBATE. 

16.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Speaker. 

17.  When  the  Speaker  shall  call  a  member  to  order,  the 
member  shall  sit  down,  as  also  he  shall  when  called  to 
order  by  another  member,  unless  the  Speaker  decide  the 
point  of  order  in  his  favor.  By  leave  of  the  House  a  mem- 
ber called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of  fact,  or  explain, 
but  shall  not  proceed  to  debate  so  long  as  the  decision 
stands  but  by  permission  of  the  House.  Any  member  may 
ap|)eal  fiom  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and  if,  upon  appeal, 
the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he 
may  proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not,  except  by  leave  of 
the  House  ;  and  if  the  case,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House, 
require  it,  he  shall  Ije  lial)le  to  its  censure. 

18.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time, 
the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member  to  speak. 

19.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
main   question,  nor   longer    than    twenty   minutes  for    the 
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first  speech  and  fifteen  minutes  for  the  second  speech  :  nor 
shall  ho  speak  more  tlian  once  upon  an  amendment  or 
motion  to  commit  or  postpone,  and  then  not  longer  than 
ten  minutes.  But  the  House  may,  by  consent  of  the 
njajority,  suspend  the  operation  of  this  rule  durino-  debate. 

20.  While  the  Spealcer  is  putting  any  (juestion,  or 
addressing  the  House,  no  person  shall  speak,  stand  up, 
walk  out  or  across  the  House  ;  nor  when  a  member  is 
speaking  entertain  ])rivate  discourse,  stand  up,  or  pass 
between  him  and  the  Chaii-. 

21.  No  member  shall  vote  o!i  any  (|uestion  in  the  case 
when  he  was  not  present  when  the  ([uestion  was  put  by 
the  Speaker,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  House.  Upon 
a  division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  ([uestion,  on  the 
demand  of  any  member,  or  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Speaker, 
the  names  of  members  suflicient  to  malce  a  quorum  in 
the  hall  of  the  House,  who  do  not  vote,  shall  be  noted  by 
the  Clerk  and  recorded  in  tl)e  Journal  and  reported  to  the 
Speaker,  with  the  names  of  the  members  voting,  and  be 
counted  and  announced  in  determining  the  presence  of  a 
quorum  to  do  business. 

22.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  hall  of  tlie  House 
Mdien  the  question  is  put  sliall  give  his  vote,  upon  a  call 
of  tlie  ayes  and  noes,  mil  -ss  the  House  for  special  reasons 
shall  excuse  him;  and  no  applicaiion  to  be  excused  from 
voting  or  to  explain  a  vote  shall  be  entertaineii  unless 
made  before  tlie  chH  of  the  roll,  and  no  member  shall  con- 
sume more  than  two  minutes  in  explaining  his  vote,  unless 
by  consent  of  the  House.  The  hall  of  the  House  shall 
incdude  the  lobbies,  gallei-y  and  offices  connected  with  the 
hall. 

23.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  if  written  it  shall  be  handed  to 
the  Chair  and  read  aloud  by  the  Speaker  or  Clerk  before 
debate. 
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24.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writiiiii,',  if  the 
Speaker  or  any  two  members  desire  it,  but  no  amendment 
to  any  resolution,  bill  or  other  matter  pending;  l)etV>re  tlie 
House  shall  be  entertained,  unless  the  same  shall  be  in 
writir)g  and  signed  by  the  member  offering  the  same. 

25.  After  a  niotion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker  or  read  by 
the  C'lei'k,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the 
House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  before  a  decision  or  amend- 
ment, except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which 
motion,  when  made  by  a  member,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  and  shall  not  be 
withdrawn  without  leave  of  the   House. 

,26.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indeiinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or 
amend,  which  several  motions  shall  have  pn-ecedenee  in  the 
order  in  which  the}-  stand  arranged  ;  and  no  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  post]:»one  to  a  day 
certain,  to  commit  or  amend  being  decided,  shall  beagain 
allowed  on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill 
or  p)roposition. 

27.  A  motion  to  adjourn  or  lay  on  the  table  shall  l)e 
decided  without  debate,  and  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
always  be  in  order,  except  when  the  House  is  voting  or 
some  member  is  speaking;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
not  follow  a  motion  to  adjourn  until  debate  or  some  busi- 
ness of  the  House  has  intervened. 

28.  When  a  question  has  been  ])ost])Oned  indefinitely, 
the  same  shall  not  be  acted  on  again  during  the  session, 
except  upon  a  two  thirds  vote. 

29.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  <[uestion, 
when  the  same  shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Speaker. 

30.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in 
the  affirmative  or  negative,  it   shall    be   in    order  for    any 
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lueuiber  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof,  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  unless  it  may  have 
already  passed  the  Senate.  But  unless  such  vote  has  been 
taken  by  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  any  member  may 
move  to  reconsider. 

31.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  which 
has  been  read  in  the  House,  and  the  same  is  objected  to 
by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the 
Honse. 

32.  Petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to 
the  Honse  shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or  by  a 
member  in  his  place  ;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents 
thereof  shall  be  verbally  made  by  the  introducer,  and 
shall  not  be  debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their  being 
first  read,  unless  the  Honse  shall  direct  otherwise,  but 
shall  lie  on  the  table,  to  be  taken  np  in  the  order  they 
were  read. 

33.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  are  called  for  on  any  ques- 
tion, it  shall  be  on  motion  before  the  question  is  put  ;  and 
if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  decided  by  the  ayes  and  noes  ;  and  in  taking 
the  ayes  and  noes,  or  on  a  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of 
the  members  will  be  taken  alphabetically. 

34.  Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed,  and  personal 
reflections  carefully  avoided. 

3.5.  Any  member,  after  the  expiration  of  the  morning 
hour,  may  rise  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege,  but  if 
the  question  of  personal  privilege  be  decided  against  him 
he  shall  not  proceed,  unless  the  ruling  of  the  Speaker  be 
rever.-^ed  by  the  House. 

36.  Any  fifteen  Tnembers,  including  the  Speaker,  shall 
1)6  authorize]  to  compel  the  attendance  of  al)sent  mem- 
bers. 

37.  No    member   or  otficer   of  the    House  shall    absent 
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himself  from  the  service  of  the  House  without  leave,  unless 
from  sickness  or  inability. 

38.  Any  menil)er  may  excuse  himself  tVom  serving  on 
any  committee,  if  he  is  a  memi)er  of  two  standing  com- 
mittees. 

39.  If  any  member  shall  be  necessarily  absent  on  tem- 
porary business  of  the  House  when  a  vote  is  taken  upon 
any  question,  upon  entering  the  Hous(;  he  shall  l)e  per- 
mitted, on  request,  to  vote,  provided  that  the  result  shall 
not  be  thereby  afiected. 

40.  No  rule  of  the  House  shall  be  altered,  suspended  or 
rescinded,  without  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  the  House  votiug  therefor,  and  no  motion  to  suspend 
shall  embrace  more  than  one  rule,  or  relate  to  any  other 
subject  than  the  one  sj)eciiied  in  said  motion. 

41.  The  members  of  this  House  shall  uncover  their 
heads  upon  entering  the  hall  while  the  House  is  in  session, 
and  shall  continue  so  uncovered  during  their  continuance 
in  the  hall,  except  they  be  Quakers. 

42.  A  motion  to   reconsider   shall    be   determined    by    a 
majority   vote,  except  a    vote   to    reconsider  an    iiidefinite 
postponement,  or  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  motion    tabling' 
a  motion   to  reconsider,  which   shall   refiuire   a  two-thirds 
vote.

43.  At  the  commencement  of  the  session  a  standing 
committee  shall  be  appqinted  on  each  of  the  following 
subjects,  namely  :

On  Fedei'al  llelations  ; 

On  Insane  Asylum  ;

To  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  first  announced 
on  each  committee  shall  l)e  (diairman.  In  additiorj  to  the 
above  standing  committees,  the  Speaker  shall  appoint 
another  (two  members  from  eacli  judicial  district  )  to  be 
denominated  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills. 

44.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the 
Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to  ]ireside 
in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

45.  Upon  bills  submitted  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House,  tlie  bill  shall  be  first  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk^ 
and  then  again  read  and  debated  by  sections,  leaving  the 
preamble  to  be  last  considered.  The  body  of  the  bill  sliall 
not  be  defaced  nor  interlined  ;  but  all  amendments,  noting

the  page  aiid  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  l)y  the  Clerk,  on 
a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  tlie 
committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  House.  After  report^ 
the  bill  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended 
bj  sections,  l)efore  a  question  on  its  passage  be  taken. 

46.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be 
observed  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as 
thej  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time- 
of  speaking  and  the  pre\ious  question. 

47.  In  a  Coujiuittee  of  the  Wliole  House,  a  motion  that 
the  committee  rise  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when 
a  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  he  decided  without 
debate. 

48.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leav& 
or  by  order  of  the  House,  or  on  the  report  of  a  committee,, 
unless  introduced  in  regular  order  during  the  morning 
hour. 

49.  All  l>ills  and  resolutions  reported  from  any  commit- 
tee, with  a  recommendation  for  action  by  the  House,  shall 
state  in  the  rep'.)rt  that  a  majority  of  tlie  committee  was 
present  and  voting  upon  the  same. 

50.  Every  bill  shall  receive  the  several  readings  in  the 
House  previous  to  its  jiassage,  and  tl^e  Speaker  si  all 
give  notice  at  eacii  whether  it  be  its  first,  second  or  third 
reading. 

51.  Any  member  introducing  a  bill  or  resolution  shall 
briefly  endorse  thereou  the  sul)stance  of  the  same. 

52.  The  Speaker  shall  refer  all  bills  and  resolutions,  upon 
their  introduction,  to  the  appropriate  committee,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

53.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  keep  a  separate  cal- 
endar of  the  pul)lic  and  ])ri\ate  bills,  and  shall  nunjl)er 
them  iti  the  order  in  which  they  are  iiitroduced  ;  and  all 
bills  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  they  stand  upon  the- 
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calendar,  but  the  Committee  on  Rules  may  at  any  time 
arrange  the  order  of  precedence  in  which  bills  may  be 
considered  ;  no  public  bill  shall  be  twice  read  on  the  same 
day  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
elected. 

54.  All  resolutions  which  may  grant  money  out  of  the 
Treasury,  or  tuch  as  shall  be  of  a  public  nature,  shall  be 
treated,  in  all  respects,  in  a  similar  manner  with  public 
bills. 

55.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  deemed  to  continue 
in  office  until  another  is  appointed. 

56.  Upon  the  motion  of  any  member,  there  shall  be  a 
call  of  the  House,  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
assenting  thereto,  and  upon  a  call  of  the  House,  thenames 
of  tlie  members  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Clerk  and  the 
absentees  noted,  after  which  the  names  of  the  absentees 
shall  again  be  called  over.  The  door  shall  then  be  closed, 
and  those  from  whom  no  excuse  or  sufficient  excuses  are 
made,  may,  by  order  of  those  present,  if  fifteen  in  number, 
be  taken  into  custody  as  they  appear,  or  may  be  sent  for 
and  taken  into  custodj^  wherever  to  be  found,  by  special 
messenger  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

THE    PKEVfOUS     QUESTION. 

57.  The  previous  question  shall  be  as  follows  :  "  Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put  i  "  and,  until  it  is  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  debates.  If  this  ques- 
tion shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  "  main  ques- 
tion "  shall  be  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution  or 
other  matter  under  consideration  ;  but  when  amendments 
are  pending,  the  c{uestion  shall  be  taken  upon  such  amend- 
ments, in  their  order,  without  further  debate  or  an^end- 
ment.  If  such  question  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the 
main  question    shall    be    considered    as    remaining    under 
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debate  :  Provided^  that  no  one  shall  move  the  previous 
question  except  the  member  submitting  the  majority  report 
on  the  bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration,  and  the 
member  introducing  the  bill  or  other  matter  under  con- 
sideration, or  the  member  in  charge  of  the  measure. 

When  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  is  made,  and 
pending  the  second  thereto  by  a  majority,  debate  shall 
cease,  but  if  any  member  obtain  the  floor  he  may  move 
to  lay  the  matter  under  consideration  on  the  table,  or 
)nove  an  adjouriiment,  and  when  both  or  either  of  these 
motions  is  pending  the  question  shall  stand  : 

1st,   Previous  question. 

2d.   To  adjourn. 

3d.   Lay  on  the  table. 

x\nd  then  upon  the  main  «|uestion,  or  amendments,  or 
the  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely,  postpone  to  a  day 
certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  in  the  order  of  their  pre- 
cedence, until  the  main  question  is  reached  or  disposed 
of;  but,  after  the  previous  question  has  been  called  by  a 
majority,  no  motion,  amendment  or  debate  shall  be  in 
order. 

All  motions  below  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  must 
be  made  prior  to  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  ;  but 
pendiTig  and  not  after  the  second  therefor  by  the  majority 
of  the  House,  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or  lay  on  the  table,  or 
both,  are  in  order.
